In a farm home, near Gainsville, Texas, a stooped, gray- 


headed man said earnestly to me, his young pastor, “Brother 


Rice, will you pray for my boy ?”

Where is he?” 


“T do not know!” he said, and 
he began to weep. “Fifteen years 
ago he left home, and we have 
never heard from him since.” 

There may be a reason for a 
boy to leave home; to get a job, 
to get his education, or to live his 
own life. But there is never any 
good reason for a boy to leave his 
mother and father heartsick with 
anxiety, torn with unrequited love 
for the boy who does not even care 
enough to write! 

That lad, wherever he was, 
sinned against God as well as 
against his father and mother. If 
he was ever in need and bent his 
head to pray, he would have 
trouble, I fear, in getting God to 
listen. For the Lord Jesus said, 
“Therefore if thou bring thy gift 
to the altar, and there remem- 
berest that thy brother hath ought 
against thee; Leave there thy gift 
before the altar, and go thy way; 
first be reconciled to thy brother, 
and then come and offer thy gift” 
(Matt. 5:23, 24). The young man 
wronged his father and mother in 
not writing. How would he expect 
God to hear him who disregarded 
his duty, who ignored the love and 
sacrifice of his parents, and who 
returned evil for good? 

A girl in college was very popu- 
lar. She kept up a giddy round 
of extra-curricular activities, she 
had dates, she was a member of 
various clubs and organizations.

Not So the Apostle Paul! He 
Wrote to Those Who Had 
Been a Blessing to Him 


In the sixteenth chapter of Ro- 
mans there is a most,remarkable 
passage. It is labeled in ythe Sco- 
field Reference Bible, “The  out- 
flow of Christian love’; and so, it 
is. But it is also the outflow of 
integrity. Paul was a man who 
paid what he owed, whether it 
was money or letters. Read this 
passage from Romans 16:1-15: 

“I commend unto you Phebe 


our sister, which is a servant of 
the church which is at Cenchrea: 
That ye recewe her in the Lord, 
as becometh saints, and that ye 
assist her in whatsoever business 
she hath need of you: for she hath 
been a succourer of many, and of 
myself also. Greet Priscilla and 
Aquila my helpers in Christ Je- 
sus: Who have for my life laid 
Ylown their own necks: unto whom 
not only I give thanks, but also all 
the churches of the Gentiles. 
Likewise greet the church that 
is in their house. Salute my well- 
beloved Epaenetus, who is the 
firstfruits of Achaia unto Christ. 
Greet Mary, who bestowed much 
labour on us; Salute Andronicus 
and Junia, my kinsmen, and my 
fellowprisoners, who are of note 
among the apostles, who also were 
in Christ before me. Greet Amplias 
my belovedsin the Lord. Salute 
Urbane, ournsfelper in Christ, and 
Stachys my beloved. Salute Apel- 
les approved in Christ. Salute 
them which are of Aristobulus’ 
household. Salute..Herodion my 
kinsman. Greet them that be of 
the household of Narcissus, which 
are in the Lord. Salute Tryphena 
and Tryphosa, who labour in the 
Lord. Salute the beloved Persis, 
which laboured much in the Lord. 
Salute Rufus chosen in the Lord, 
and his mother and mine. Salute 
Asyncritus, Phlegon, Hermas, Pa- 
trobas, Hermes, and the brethren 
which are with them. Salute Phi- 
lologus, and Julia, Nereus, and 
his sister, and Olympas, and all the 
saints which are with them.” 
Phebe! How Paul’s:heart was 
warmed to think .of her! He hoped 
all would receive. ‘her, this noble 
woman, and “assist her in what- 
soever business she hath need of 
you;” for Paul remembered “she 
hath been a suecourer of many, 
and of myself also.” I dare say no 
one ever helped Paul but who got 
thanked for it, and got a boost 
in return! 
Priscilla and 


Acquila were 


‘greatly loved of Paul. They were 
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“my helpers in Christ Jesus: Who 
have for my life laid down their 
own necks.” So Paul, of course, had 
to say, “... unto whom not only I 
give thanks, but also all the 
churches of the Gentiles.” So, the 
saints at Rome were to greet the 
church that met in the house of 
Priscilla and Aquila, and to remind 
everybody of the sacrifice and 
faithfulness of Priscilla and 
Aquila! How this good man and 
his wife had their hearts com- 
forted when they heard Paul's 
letter fead aloud in the service 
of the church! Good old Paul! You 
could trust Paul. He always re- 
membered it and stood by as a 
faithful friend when you did him 
a.service! Doubtless these two 
faithful, hard-working soul win- 
ners who had helped straighten 
out Apollos, and many others, re- 
membered others who had not 
been thoughtful and who had 
never uttered thanks as did Paul! 

Paul remembered Epaenetus be- 
cause he was the first person 
saved in Paul’s meetings in 
Achaia! And Mary, good Mary, 
who had cooked meals for Paul, 
or patched his worn garments, or 
prepared his bed. So Paul remem- 
bered, “Greet Mary, who _ be- 
stowed much labour on us.” 

Then others were remembered 
by Paul, those who were saved 
before he was; and whose influence 
he had felt. Others Paul mentioned 
just because he loved them, and 
love is always worth telling! If 
we love people, we have an obli- 
gation to tell it. Love unexpressed 
is love that brings no blessing, and 
that is a poor kind of selfish love. 

Rufus was a good man, and 
Rufus’ mother had been a mother” 
to Paul also—so Paul must re- 
member. these two and many 
others. 

Geod old Paul who had a con- 
science, who paid his debts, who 
remembered those who had been 
kind to him, and who wrote to 
say so! God was so concerned 
about this letter writing that he 
inspired it and had it written down 
in the Bible as an eternal lesson 
that Christians ought to write to 
those whom they love, to those 
who have blessed them! And let 
every earnest Christian who reads 
this learn this spiritual lesson from 
the Bible, this lesson of paying 
for what you get, of returning 
good for good, of remembering 
those who have blessed you. 

It is illustrated in Paul’s letter 
to the Philippians also in chapter 
4. 


To the Corinthians Paul had 
said, “If we have sown unto you 
spiritual things, is it a great thing 
if wer shall reap your carnal 
things?” (I Cor. 9:11), and Paul 
r@minded them that the man who 
planted the vineyard eats of the 
fruit, the man who feeds the flock 
partakes of the milk of the flock. 
God had required in the law of 
Moses, “Thou shalt not muzzle 
the mouth of the ox that treadeth 
out the corn.” God meant that 
so that preachers should plow in 
hope and reap in hope. God’s 
preachers who bless people spirit- 
ually ought to be provided for in 
carnal things. 

In Galatians 6:6 Paul reminded, 
“Let him that is taught in the 
word communicate unto him that 
teacheth in all good things.” One 
who is blessed then, by a preacher, 
should share (for that is what 
the word communicate here 
means) with the one who teaches. 
The one who is blessed by a 
pastor should give to the support 
of the pastor.

(This week we have a guest to answer the 
question—the late Dr. Harry Rimmer) 


“Will the tobacco habit keep 
you out of Heaven when it hurts 
your conscience?’”’ 


Here is a question that makes 
me chuckle just a little. I think 
I know whom you mean by those 
pronouns you used there, but, 
friend, the tobacco habit will never 
keep me out of Heaven because 
I do not use tobacco. It certainly 
does not hurt my conscience! 

The inquirer wants to know if 
a Christian uses tobacco and doing 
so hurts his conscience, would that 
fact keep him out of Heaven? 
No, there is only one thing in the 
world that can keep a _ person 
out of Heaven, and that is to not 
be a Christian. In other words, 
when you are born again you are 
guaranteed entrance into Heaven 
when the hour of your departure 
is come. The only way you can 
fail to reach Heaven is to never 
have been born again. 

Now as to this tobacco habit, 
let me say that God does not deal 
with His people concerning sal- 
vation on the basis of their habits. 
If bad habits kept us out of 
Heaven I would be awfully sorry 
for a lot of people who gossip, 
and slander, and backbite, and 
assassinate character with wicked 
stories that they love to tell with- 
out finding out whether they are 
true or not. It might surprise you 
to know that while the Bible says 
nothing about tobacco, it says a 
great deal about ani unruly 
tongue. 

You understand, I don’t condone 
tobacco. I don’t smoke and I don’t 
chew. Being a Christian I try to 
live under the admonition of the 
Scripture, which says, “Come ye 
out from among them and touch 
not the unclean thing,” and tobac- 
co is unclean. But a man can 
smoke and chew and still go to 
Heaven. 

A Christian could be a Christian 
and never take a bath, but he 
would be an awfully dirty Chris- 
tian, wouldn’t he? And he wouldn’t 
smell like a Christian. Believe me, 
some of these pipe-smoking breth- 
ren who go around polluting the 
atmosphere, smelling as though 
they were incinerating garbage in 
that little nose-warmer that leads 
them around from hour to hour, 
don’t smell like Christians either! 
But I have to be honest and say 
that no matter how much it hurts 
your conscience, tobacco will not 
keep you out of Heaven.

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American Standard Version Vs. 
Revised Standard Version 


By the Editor 


The American Standard Version of the Bible was gen- 
erally called the Revised Version until 1946 when the New 
Testament of the new RSV was published, From that time 
the translation of 1901 is generally called the American 
Standard Version. But it is this version to which Dr. R. A. 
Torrey generally refers in his writings and other scholars 
writing in the first half of the twentieth century. 

Rev. John C. Cox, pastor of the Methodist Church at 
Wiley, Colorado, writes asking for a discussion of why we 
regard the Revised Standard Version as inaccurate, un- 


scholarly, and untrustworthy, 


though we do regard highly 


the American Standard Version, and we are glad to give Mr. 


Cox’s letter and our answer. 


A Pastor’s Question 
Dear Editor Rice: 


In your issue of October 28 on 
page 2, you publish an editorial 
“Should. Fundamental Christians 
Support the American Bible So- 
ciety?” In this, you take the po- 
sition, as you have previously, that 
the Revised Standard Version of 
the Bible is modernistic and denies 
certain basic Christian doctrines. 


In the same issue, you print a 
sermon, ‘‘Understanding the Bi- 
ble,” by R. A. Torrey. In this ser- 
mon Dr. Torrey highly recommends 
the use of the American Standard 
Version of the Bible as a more 
exact translation than the King 
James Version. , 


I am acquainted with the charg- 
es laid against the Revised Stand- 
ard Version, and have compared 
the disputed passages as they are 
translated in these three versions. 
In not all cases, but in many, and 
in several important ones, the 
American Standard Version agrees 
with the Revised Standard Version. 
If the Revised Standard Version is 
to be considered as modernistic 
and infidelistic, the American 
Standard Version must also be 
so considered. Yet by your pub- 
lishing Dr. Torrey’s sermon you 
have given approval to the Ameri- 
can Standard Version. 


I wonder if you would care to 
comment on this apparent incon- 
sistency in your position. .

Why We Regard the Revised 
Standard Version as In- 
accurate and Un- 
trustworthy

Dear Brother Cox: 


Thank you for your letter which 
I am glad to answer. I regard 
very highly the American Stand- 
ard Version of the Bible and I 
believe, as did Dr. Torrey and 
many others, that it is probably 
the most accurate translation of 
the Bible in the English language. 
I think there are one or two seri- 
ous mistranslations but the Ameri- 
can Standard Version was trans- 
lated by a well-selected group of 
scholars including many conserva- 
tive scholars who hold to the 
orthodox and historic Christian 
position. The~Revised Standard 
Version corrects some of the ar- 
chaic and obsolete terminology of 
the King James Version. The 
translators had the usage of the 
Alexandrine, Vatican, and Sinaitic 
manuscripts, the principal manu- 
scripts not available when the 
King James Version was trans- 
lated. Any manuscript found 
since then has no important 
changes. 

The King James Version is my 
favorite and the favorite of the 
masses Of common people for daily 
reading and for memorizing, but I 
particularly refer to the American 
Standard Version because of its 
accuracy on many difficult pas- 
sages of Scripture. 

However, the American Stand- 
ard Version is greatly superior to 
the Revised Standard Version for 
several reasons: 

1%. The American Standard 
Version included the wide scholar- 


ship of all reputable groups. The. 


committee of the RSV were de- 


1 liberately chosen to represent only 


the modernistic or unbelieving 
viewpoint and to slant the trans- 
lation to suit unbelievers. It could 
be no accident that the best 
scholars of conservative Christi- 


anity were omitted from this com- 
mittee, that only one known con- 
servative was included and he, the 
only one to represent millions of 
Southern Baptists after Drs. Ro- 
bertson and Sampey had refused 
to serve. No translation made by 
a carefully selected group of men, 
all the same bias against the au- 
thority and infallibility of the 
Seriptures, could be as accurate 
and reliable as one in. which 
Bible believers had a _ principal 
part. Surely this must be obvious. 


2. The Revised Standard Version 
is often a paraphrase and the 
translators openly announced it 
would not attempt a literal trans- 
lation in many cases. Hence they 
felt free to change the order of 
sentences, to change the passive 
to the active and vice versa, and 
to substitute some modern termi- 
nology for the Greek or Hebrew 
idiom. But a paraphrase is never 
as accurate as a literal translation, 
of course. 


3. The Revised Standard Version 
translators again and again de- 
parted from the accepted Masore- 
tic text of the Scriptures without 
any authority whatever, and 
frankly say so! In many cases 
they substitute some other Hebrew 
word in the Old Testament for the 
one .in the text simply because 
they “conjecture” (that is the 
word they use) that the writer 
meant something else! Sometimes 
these changes, made on the whim 
of the translators, are marked cn. 
and sometimes not. One may like 
the translators’ conjecture better 
than the text of Scripture, but 
surely no one can say that a trans- 
lator’s conjecture makes as accur- 
ate a translation as putting the 
Hebrew words of the Old Testa- 
ment and the Greek words of the 
New Testament into their English 
equivalents. 

4. The Revised Standard Version 
translation committee arbitrarily 
took it on themselves to decide 
when the terms thou and thee 
should be changed into the in- 
formal you with reference to 
Christ and the Father. They ex- 
plained that they used thou and 
thee to refer to deity and yet they 
pointedly left off the terms, in 
most cases, when they were ap- 
plied to Jesus Christ. In Matthew 
16:16 we have Simon Peter saying 
to Jesus, “You are the Christ, the 
son of the living God.” In the same 
sentence where Peter is declaring 
the deity of Jesus Christ, the 
translators deliberately deny His 
deity. They call Jesus you and ex- 
plain that they use thou and thee 
for deity and you for men. 

This is an illustration of the 
kind of inaccuracies to be expected 
when modernists who do not be- 
lieve the Bible, unconverted men, 
are set to translate it and put in 
their own whims and color the 
translation with their own unbe- 
lief, 

». My greatest reason of all for 
opposing the Revised Standard 
Version and declaring it in- 
accurate and unreliable is that 
the translation was done almost 
entirely by unconverted men, men 
who not only deny the deity of 
Christ and His blood atonement, 
but who have never claimed to 
trust Him as Saviour in the his- 
toric Christian sense. And such 
men cannot translate the Bible 
correctly because they do not un- 
derstand it correctly. The Bible 
plainly says, “But the natural man 
receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God: for they are foolish- 
ness unto him: neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually 
discerned” (I Cor. 2:14). How cah

God has a way of laying His hand upon a man and claiming 
him, to the astonishment of all experts in the man-making business. 
Every now and then He strides forth with a man whom the univer- 
sities can neither claim nor explain. God seems to delight in pro- 
ducing a winner, contrary to all the rules. . 


Robert LeTourneau is such a man. The experts might have 
stretched a point and picked him as an industrial leader, but certainly 
no man who valued his reputation would have pointed to him back 
in Stockton, California, and prophesied that someday he would be one 
of the most vital religious personalities and spiritual forces in Amer- 
ica. However, he is just that. 


LeTourneau is the living illustration of what a revival meeting 
can do for a man. He was a very ordinary laborer, seeking to own his 
small private business, living a life so mediocre that possibly nobody 
a hundred miles away had ever heard of him, when this revival came 
along. LeTourneau had made a profession of religion and had joined 
the church earlier in his life. But that night at Stockton, Bob Le- 
Tourneau, his hands hard and calloused from work with graders and 
shovels, knelt at an altar, from which he arose to look God straight in 
the face and commit to Him his active, earnest, consecrated life. It was 
the hour of a genuine dedication. From that moment God and this 
man have been partners, so much so that God actually owns and 
operates the majority holdings in an industry builded into an em- 
pire, which boasts its assets totaling multiplied millions, and last 
year turned out close to fifty million dollars’ worth of production. 


I have heard Robert LeTourneau say that God gave him this 
business. He credits God with practically every invention that he has 
ever fathered. He says that the discovery that sent him skyrocketing 
toward fortune came directly from God. He claims nothing for 
himself except that he has worked at the job. This wizard, with 
earth-moving machinery, has literally moved mountains into the sea. 
In the late war, his machinery served the Allies as the machinery 
of no other living man, when it came to uprooting forests, tearing 
down mountains, piling up valleys, and even changing the channels 
of turbulent rivers. 


But the moment you begin to hand the credit to this rugged 
man, born and reared in poverty, he stops you cold with, “I turned 
everything over to God long ago and He took charge. That’s about 
the only successful thing I ever did and He even helped me do that.” 
You can’t hem LeTourneau and make him concede that he is a success. 
He'll tell you every time he gets a chance that God is a success and 
he’ll prove it to you. 

But building the world’s greatest array of power machinery 
is not LeTourneau’s first business. All that is but a means to the 
larger undertaking of his life. He is the Saint Paul of this generation 
in that he goes about telling everybody who will listen what the Lord 
did for him at Stockton in that revival meeting, and has done for him 
over and over again ever since. He spends one day out of every 
seven, and often two or three days out of each week, giving his 
testimony. I would not say that he preaches. I have had him in my 
church and he did not preach. But he thrilled everybody present with 
his remarkable, though simple, story of what Jesus means to and in 
his life. He owns a half dozen flying machines and goes at his own 
expense all over the nation, giving his testimony. 

The LeTourneau tracts have been wrapped in cellophane and 
dropped by the millions on the streets of the cities of America. Cru- 
sading companies of young people have sown whole cities down in one 
day with these tracts. They are attractive, winsome, well written 
(usually four pages), and in every one that I have seen there is but 
one appeal: that men and women accept Jesus Christ as Saviour and 
Lord. It is estimated that fifty million: people have read one or 
more of these tracts. Thousands have been convertéd as a result. 

I doubt if all the bishops in Methodism, with the bishops of the 
Episcopal church thrown in for good measure, have ever led as 
many people to Jesus Christ as this one layman, who still butchers the 
King’s English and who often puts on overalls and presides at a weld- 
ing torch operation while visitors mistake him for one of the mechanics 
on the job. 

What is the answer? How did it happen? Who can explain it? 

Possibly LeTourneau himself has the best explanation. He says 
that he gave himself unreservedly to Jesus Christ and that from that 
moment God took charge. He asks God about everything. He never 
makes a move without a conference with God about it. He gives God 
ten dollars to where he keeps one for himself. 

Of course he’s a fundamentalist, believes that the Bible is the 
inspired Word of God, believes in the deity of Jesus, that He was born 
of a virgin, that He atoned for our sins on the cross, that He actually 
arose from the dead, and that He is one of these days coming again 
to set up an eternal kingdom. You wouldn’t expect a man to believe 
less and do what LeTourneau is doing. 

He quit school before he finished the seventh grade, but he 
hasn’t quit Jesus yet!

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English Archbishop Attacks 
Billy Graham's 
Fundamentalism

DURHAM, England.—AP. “The 
archbishop of York accused Amer- 
ican evangelist Billy Graham Fri- 
day of giving ‘a very distorted view 
of the apostolic Gospel.’ 

“Describing Graham as ‘a man 
of utter humility and simplicity,’ 
the Church of England’s new No. 
2 prelate, Dr. A.M. Ramsey, wrote 
in the Durham diocesan quarterly 
magazine: 

“ ‘There is evidence he has 
genuinely claimed to preach only 
the first steps of Christianity and 
directed his hearers to churches 
for the rest. 


“ ‘There is also evidence (not- 
ably from his recent mission in 
Cambridge) he has taught the 
grossest doctrines and flung his 
formula “the Bible says” over 
teaching which is emphatically not 
that of the Bible.’ 


* * 


“Dr. RAMSEY’S article was 
titled ‘The Menace of Fundamen- 
talism.’ It attacked the Protestant 
movement which insists on the in- 
fallibility of the Scriptures and 
such biblical miracles as the vir- 
gin birth and the physical resur- 
rection of Christ. 

“Dr. Ramsey conceded that fun- 
damentalism was on the rise in 
Britain before Graham conducted 
his services of revival meetings 
here. He said he was not certain 
how far the American evangelist 
was ‘completely at one with our 
English fundamentalism.’ 

* # * 

“BUT HE quoted Graham as 
saying the Bible ‘is a book written 
by God through 30 secretaries’ and 
commented that this ‘is an error 
analogous to the error of the doc- 
trine of transubstantiation where 
the supernatural part supplants 
the natural part thereby over- 
throwing the notion of sacrament.’ 


“ ‘The theology of “Christ bore 
your punishment; believe and be 
saved,” when accompanied by the 
fundamentalist’s pulpit cliche “the 
Bible says,” is a very distorted 
view of the apostolic gospel,’ the 
archbishop concluded. 

“Graham at present is conduct- 
ing a revival tour through India. 
Attendance at his meetings there 
has been reported as the largest 
he has ever had.” 


The Editor Comments 


Our first reaction is to thank 
God for the faithfulness of Dr. 
Billy Graham. He bases every> 
thing he preaches on “the Bible 
says.’ The Archbishop of York 
recognizes that Billy Graham “In- 
sists on the infallibility of the 
Scriptures and their biblical mir- 
acles as the virgin birth and the 
physical resurrection of Christ.” 


The Archbishop of York knows 
that Billy Graham teaches that 
the Bible “is a book written by 
God through 30 secretaries.” 


The Archbishop doesn’t like Bil- 
ly Graham’s theology that “Christ 
bore your punishment; believe and 
be saved.” Thank God for the 
faithfulness of Dr. Billy Graham 
to the old-time Christian faith. 
Left his critics please take note 
of this. 


Our second impression is one 
of joy, that the Archbishop con- 
ceded that “fundamentalism was 
on the rise in Britain before Gra- 
ham conducted his services of re- 
vival meetings ...,’” and that Dr. 
Billy Graham has greatly aided 
this resurgence of the historic 
Christian faith. Thank God the 
preaching of the Bible in the pow- 
er of the Holy Spirit turns peo- 
ple back to faith in the Bible and 
in Christ, 

Modernists are in high places. 
They hate fundamentals of the 


Christian faith whether they be 
leaders of the Church of England, 
modernist bishops in the Methodist 
church, modernist officials of the 
American Baptist Convention, or 
modernistic professors in certain 
seminaries and colleges which 
once preached the true faith. But 
thank God they are on the losing 
side. Christ and the Bible will tri- 
umph, and one need never be a- 
fraid to take his stand, as Dr. 
Billy Graham does, on the Bible 
as the Word of God, and for the 
atoning death of Christ, our vir- 
gin born Saviour, God incarnate. 


U. S. REDS PUSH 
CAMPAIGN TO 
DISCREDIT 
FBI 


An intense campaign of attacks 
on the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation has been ordered by the 
high command of the American 
Communist party. 


Secret orders issued by com- 
munist leaders to party function- 


aries have come into the hands 
of congressional security inves- 
tigators. 


These call for a campaign of 
vilification of the FBI and resist- 
ance to FBI agents. The cam- 
paign is being timed with current 
attacks on the FBI in New York, 
Pennsylvania, and other areas for 
alleged invasion of states’ rights. 

Communist leaders have in- 
structed party officials that the 
charges of meddling in local mat- 
ters can be built into harassment 
of the FBI in its investigation of 
communism and its search for 
fugitive communist leaders.

Peter? 
By the Editor 


We received a very fine response 
from Christian workers in Amer- 
ica and beyond on the editor's 
article, “Was Peter the First 
Pope?” as published in THE Sworp 
OF THE LorD for December 9, 1955. 

Readers will be interested, I 
know, in the fine letter from Rev. 
James R. Davison, 3 Greggville, 
Ballyclare, County Antrim, in Ire- 
land. He writes: 

“Your interesting message in 
SworD OF THE LorpD of December 
9, 1955, covers some good and use- 
ful ground. “Was Peter the First 
Pope” (Matt. 16:18, 19.) My rea- 
son in writing you is to draw at- 
tention to two important facts in 
the Greek N. T. “Thou art Peter, 
and upon this rock I will build 
my church.” “Thou art Peter” is 
masculine. “Upon this rock I will 
build my church” is feminine. 
Secondly, in the first clause it is 


the word “Petros” a stone; in 
the second clause it is the word 
“Petra,” a rock. The stone is 


not the rock, though it may be a 
portion, or chip, of the rock. If 
Peter himself were the rock in- 
tended by Christ, then the whole 
passage would have been in the 
masculine gender. As the second 
clause is feminine, it therefore 
could not be applied to Peter him- 
self in any shape or form; what- 
ever else it might be applied to, 
it could not be applied to Peter.”

American Missionary Killed by Shark

An American missionary in Cos- 
ta Rica, Lester Burton, was killed 
by a shark in a river at the bor- 
der of Nicaragua and Costa Rica. 

His parents, Mr. and Mrs, Gor- 
don L. Burton, of Grand Rapids, 
were informed of his death by a 
relayed short-wave radio message 
from authorities of the Latin- 
American mission in San Jose. 

Burton was driving from Grand 
Rapids to San Jose on the Pan 
American Highway after complet- 
ing a nine-month furlough. He was 
delayed at the border by customs 
authorities and decided to swim 


in a nearby river with his son, 
Charles, 14. 


Upon entering the river, Bur- 
ton was attacked by a shark that 
severed his right leg at the knee. 
He made his way to shore but 
died of loss of blood. 


Burton had attended Calvin Col- 
lege in Grand Rapids and engaged 
in youth work before becoming a 
missionary. His wife, Helen; son, 
Charles; daughter, Susan, 2, and 
an infant son, Richard, 1, were 
with him on the return trip.

It is said of Dr. Franklin that, during his residence in Paris, being 
| invited to a party of the nobility, he produced a great sensation by 
one of his bold and ingenious movements. In the course of the eve- 
ning, the company engaged in free conversation. Christianity was 
then the great topic. The Church was always ridiculed, and the Bible 
treated with unsparing severity. 


Growing warmer and warmer in their sarcastic remarks, one 
nobleman commanded for a moment universal attention by asserting 
in a loud voice that the Bible was not only a piece of deception, but 
totally devoid of literary merit. 


Although the entire company of Frenchmen nodded assent to the 
sentence, Franklin gave no signs of approval. As he was: at that 
time a great favorite, his companions could not bear even a slight 
|reproof from him, and they all asked his opinion. Franklin replied 
that he was hardly prepared to give them a suitable answer as his 
forew had been running on the merits of a book of rare excellence, 
which he had just fallen in with at one of the book stores: and as 
| they alluded to the literary character of the Bible, perhaps it might 
| interest them to compare with that old volume the merits of the 
new prize. All were eager to have the doctor read a portion of the 
new book. In a very grave manner he took the book from his pocket, 
and with a propriety of utterance, read to them a poem. The poem 
made a deep impression. The admiring listeners pronounced it the 
best they had ever heard. 


“It is beautiful,” said one. “It is sublime,” was the unanimous 
opinion. They all wished to know the name of the book and whether 
what had been read was a fair specimen of its contents. 


“Certainly, gentlemen,” said the doctor, smiling at his triumph: 
“my book is full of such passages. It is no other than your good-for- 
nothing Bible, and I have merely read to you the prayer of the 
Prophet Habakkuk.”

gracious work in the soul of this 
dear man. 

Next day he was speaking of the 
wondrous work of redemption, and 
I asked, “Where is your Bible? 
Let us read the wondrous words 
from that.” 

‘TJ have no Bible here”; he an- 
swered, “I have only the prayer 
book. I always thought that it had 
as much of the Bible in it as I 
wanted for use.” 

I fetched my own Bible, there- 
fore, and together we looked in- 
to the various passages in con- 
nection with the subject. When 
too weak to go on with this, he 
said, “Will you lend me your Bi- 
ble?” 

“With pleasure,” I replied; and 
from that time he would not al- 
low any one to read from the 
prayer book, but preferred God's 
Word to any other book. That 
look of anxious distress, which 
he had always worn, now left 
his face, and one of holy calm and 
peace, telling of a soul at rest 
before God, took its place. 


A few days later, when I ask- 


ed him how he was, he said, 
“Resting in God’s Lamb. I have 
been reading another little book 
you gave me, on the ‘Feasts of 
the Lord,’ and there it says, 
‘Through God’s Lamb we enjoy 
God’s rest.’ How nice to have the 
same object of rest! God rests 
in His own Lamb, and thus re- 
ceives me as a sinner; and I rest 
in His Lamb too, and receive sal- 
vation.” 

Shortly after this I thought he 
looked rather distressed, and ask- 
ed if he were not so well? 

“IT have been thinking,” he re- 
plied, “of my shortcomings.” 

“But,” I said, “there is the 
same blood to meet those, and 
put them away.” 

“Yes, but I was thinking of my 
poor people, whom I have been 
leading in—the dark all this time, 
and it is now too late for me 
to set them right.” 

“Well,” ‘I said, “we must ask 
God to do what you cannot. He 
says, ‘When I see the blood I will 
pass over,’ and that blood clean- 
seth from all sin.” 


“Thank you for reminding me 
of that.” 

“Have you been long in the min- 
istry?” I inquired. 

“Twenty years ago,” he said, “I 
gave up the world, and entered 
‘the church’; but I never knew un- 
til now what it was to be a Chris- 
tian. I have served God as a hard 
Master, afar off; but now I find, 
by His grace, that I am a child 
of God, and have perfect peace. 
All these years I have allowed 
my ritual to come between me 
and my God. I worked very hard 
in my parish from real pleasure 
and love for my work; but I was 
in bondage. Now I have liberty of 
soul before God, through His 
grace.” 

He now became much weaker, 
and was obliged to keep in bed 
entirely; but it was indeed a priv- 
ilege to minister to his wants in 
any way. He was so grateful for 
all that was done for him, and 
always so considerate and anxious 
lest those about him should be 
over-fatigued. All who came _ into 
his presence (the doctor included) 
were astonished at the calmness 
and patience with which he bore 
his intense sufferings. When asked 
at any time how he was, he 
did not appear to think of the 
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body, for the answer nearly al- 
ways was, “Resting in God's 
Lamb,” or, “At perfect peace 
through the blood.” 

One morning, after a weary 
night of distressing restlessness, I 
said to him, “You have had a 
trying’ night.” 

“Yes, very restless.” 

“In a little while you will enter 
into His rest.” 

“Yes,” he said, “the same rest, 
fully enjoyed.” 

On another occasion his words 
were, “Rest in Him now, with Him 
then.” 

As he was now so very ill, his 
wife’s sister, wishing te see him, 
came for a few days. Just after 
she came his wife went out and 
brought a clergyman in with her, 
as the doctor had said the invalid 
could not last many hours. On en- 
tering the room she said, “Dear 
E_..., I have brought a good 
priest to confess you.” 

He was too weak to speak at 
first, and she said, “Do try to 
confess to him; it will relieve 
your conscience, and you will die 
easier.” 

After a few minutes, with great 
difficulty he articulated, “I have 
confessed for the last time to 
man on earth; now I have to do 
with the Man Christ Jesus. He is 
my Priest.” 

“Dear brother, surely you will 
not die an apostate!” exclaimed 
the clergyman. 

“I shall die rejoicing in the full 
and glorious liberty of a child of 
God!” was the sick man’s exultant 
response. 

After the clergyman had left the 
room, the sister-in-law of the dy- 
ing man, (also the wife of a ritual- 
istic clergyman), said to the dear 
sufferer, “Dear E____, how is it 
you would not confess? What has 
made this change?” 

“T am resting in God's Lamb,” 
“His blood has cleansed 
me from all sin, and I have per- 
fect peace,”

Among 
the papers’ was a hymn on a leaf- 
let which I had given him to read, 
entitled, Trust the Everlasting 
Arms. Several of the lines began 
with the word When—‘When the 
time of trowble comes,” “When 
the time of sickness,’ “When the 
time of death,’ etc.; and each 
ended with “Trust the Everlasting 
Arms.” The word When in each 
line he had crossed out, and writ- 
ten over it Before. Turning to his 
sister-in-law as I read it to her he 
said, “Oh, K____, trust the ‘Ever- 
lasting Arms’ now, before the time 
of sickness and trouble can come!”’ 


The Lord fastened this upon 
her at once, and she became 
much distressed about her own 


state of soul. All that night she 
could not sleep, and came early 
in the morning asking for a Bible, 
that she might search it for her- 
self; and we spent an hour or 
more together over the precious 
Word. 

Her sister coming into the room 
was vexed to find her in such a 
State, and said, “K__._, you have 
always been good all your life. 
What more do you want? I have 
no patiente with all this fuss!” 

“Oh, dear C___.,” she replied, 
“I have nothing that I can meet 
God with! I know that I have 
plenty of outward righteousness, if 
you like; but dear E__-- says he 
can meet God. Oh I could not 
do that if I were called now!” 

“But your life has been blame- 
less,” her sister rejoined. 


“Yes,” she said, “before 
but how can I meet God?” 


After three days’ struggle the 
light broke in, and she went to 
the bedside of the dear sufferer, 
and said, “Oh, dear E____. I see 
it all now, and I too have peace 
through the blood of Jesus.” 


He turned to her, and sweetly 
observed, “Then dear K_.__, we 
are united in the closest tie of 
love to Jesus, and shall have a 
glorious meeting with Him.” 


For two or three days before 
he passed away his breathing be- 
came more difficult, and even dis- 
tressing to listen to. Being asked 
if it caused him much pain, he re- 
plied, “‘No, I have no pain, through

cept the Master Himself? See how 
bitter the opposition was, not only 
among bad people, but among the 
so-called good men of that time. 
His ministry was very short; but 
it was like a breath of spring 
after a long, dark, winter’s night. 
Then came Christ with His 
apostles, and they did a great 
work, and yet met opposition 
everywhere. 


Denominations Born in 
Revivals 


Now, I cannot for the life of me 
see how any man or woman who 
knows the Bible can throw his 
influence against a revival. I am 
amazed to find, in the history of 
the church, denomination after de- 
nomination setting their faces 
against what I call the work of 
God 


The Roman Catholic church 
claims to be apostolic. How then 
can they be opposed to revivals, 
when the Christian church was 
born at Pentecost? That was the 
mightiest revival this world has 
ever seen, and yet the Catholic 
church does not like that word 
“revival,” although the priests 
hold “missions,” which are the 
same thing. 


If the Episcopal church can 
trace their line back to Pentecost, 
they too are a child of a revival. 
I don’t see how any Episcopalian 
can set his face against a revival. 
The older the church is the more 
it needs to be revived, because the 
tendency is into formalism. 


Then where did the Lutheran 
church come from, if it wasn’t 
born of a revival in the days of 
Martin Luther? How any Luther- 
an can set his face against re- 
vivals is a mystery to me. And 
God have mercy on a Methodist 
who doesn’t believe in revivals, 
because that church sprang right 
straight out of a revival almost in 
our own day. Where did Method- 
ism come from, if not from the 
revival under Charles and John 
Wesley and George Whitefield? 
Wasn't the nation stirred might- 
ily under the preaching of these 
men? Where did the Quakers come 
from if not from a revival under 
Fox? Is not our Young Men’s 
Christian Association a result of 
the revival of 1857? All our best 
institutions have sprung out of 
revivals; and yet many people are 
afraid of them, and bring up ob- 
jection after objection against 
them. 


Some Objections to Revivals 


One popular objection is: So 
many converts do not hold out. 

That is quite true. If all the 
people who have professed con- 
version had been faithful, we 
would have had this world brought 
to Christ long before now. But 
you know, I find that some min- 
isters, and elders, and deacons, 
do not hold out. If all held out, 
it would be contrary to scriptural 
experience, This argument against 
revivals does not bear looking into. 
The professed converts did not 
hold in Christ’s day. In John 7 we 
read: 

“Many of his disciples 
back, 
him.” 


Suppose that the farmer should 
refuse to sow because all his seed 
doesn’t take root and ripen. Sup- 
pose that we should cut down our 
apple trees because all the blos- 
soms don’t mature. It is estimated 
that over ninety per cent of the 
men who go into business fail. 
Suppose that men would not enter 
business because so many business- 
men fail. That is the argument 
that people bring against revivals: 
“They don’t all hold out.” A child 
is born, but I cannot rejoice, be- 
cause sO many children die. A 
man tumbles into the river, and 
another man jumps in and pulls 
him out. He wants me to rejoice, 
but I cannot, because I am afraid 
he may fall in again. That is the 
strongest argument that people 
bring against revivals. 


Another argument which seems 
to have great weight with many 
people is: There is so much eux- 
citement. 

My dear friends, I wish I could 
see as much excitement in the 
church of God, in the work of 
God, as I see in other things. If 
you want excitement, go to some 
place of amusement! I know of a 


went 
and walked no more with 


minister who preached a very elo- 
quent sermon against a revival 
meeting that Mr. Sankey and I 
were to hold in Great Britain. 
The whole argument of the sermon 
was against “undue excitement,” 
and on Friday night he had been 
floor manager at a dance, and 
was there until five o'clock on 
Saturday morning. Then I suppose 
he wrote this eloquent sermon 
against “undue excitement in re- 
ligious meetings!” Some _ saloons 
keep open all night, and men get 
so excited that they knock one 
another down, and kill one an- 
other, and yet we must not have 
revivals because there is “undue 
excitement.” There is more ex- 
citement in the billiard halls and 
gambling dens, brothels and drink- 
ing saloons, in one week, than 
there is in the whole church of 
God in one year. 

Newspapers can say nothing. If 
there is anybody under the sun 
that tries to get up sensations, ft is 
the reporter. If there isn’t any 
sensation in sight, he makes one. 
He is the last that should throw 
stones at us. 

I am not so afraid of excitement 
as some people. The moment there 
comes a breath of interest, some 
people cry, “Sensationalism, sen- 
sationalism!” But, I tell you what, 
I would rather have a sensation 
than stagnation any time. There 
is nothing a seaman fears so much 
as fog; he does not fear a storm 
nearly as much. We have too much 
fog in the church; let us get out 
of it. Get any preacher befogged, 
and he will say, 

“T cannot draw the crowds, but 
then, thank God, I am no sen- 
sationalist!” 

Let him write a book so dry 
that it will almost catch fire, 
and no one thinks of reading it. 
But he thanks God he is no sen- 
sationalist! 


Do you think there was ever a 
country in the wide world stirred 
as Palestine was under the preach- 
ing of John the Baptist, and- of 
Jesus and His apostles? Don’t be 
afraid of a little excitement and 
a little “sensationalism.” It seems 
to me that -almost anything ‘is 
preferable to deadness. 


There is no excitement or sen- 
sationalism in a graveyard—a man 
lies where they put him; but I 
think there will be a stir on the 
resurrection morning. Where there 
is life, there will always be a com- 
motion, 


What we need is life! I don’t 
believe that our young men would 
go off on bicycles every Sunday, 
or spend the day reading news- 
papers, if we had more life in the 
church. 


A Scotch minister went to labor 
with one of his members who was 
in the habit of going to sleep dur- 
ing the sermon every Sunday. 

“Don’t you think,” said he, “you 
had better stay at home if you 
can’t keep awake?” 


But she said that she was 
brought up to attend church, and 
she would go. 


“Then don’t you think you'd 
better take a little more snuff to 
keep you awake?” 


She replied, “Don’t you think 
you’d better put a little more 
snuff in your sermons, mon?” 


People ought to get stirred up 
over eternal life and death. 


An Experience in a 
Western Town 


I stopped in a town of six thou- 
sand people out West last winter. 
A great many of the inhabitants 
were young men, some of them 
graduates of our colleges, who had 
gone out into that new country 
to make their way in the world. 
They were enterprising fellows. 


They had four churches and 
thirty-six saloons in that town. 
Some of the saloons and concert 
halls were open day and night, 
summer and winter; but they 
closed up most of the churches in 
summer. The Episcopal minister’s 
lungs had given out, and so he 
had gone off, and they couldn't 
have any preaching in the Epis- 
copal church. The Baptist minister 
had died, so there was no preach- 
ing there. The Methodist minister 
had only one lung, and about all 
he could do-was,to whisper. There 
was one more minister, and when 
I got there he was preaching 


against revivals, warning his peo- 
ple not to be carried away by the 
meetings I was to hold. 

I found that only two young 
men between the ages of fifteen 
and thirty belonged to those 
churches, and one of them only 
had one lung, and he was laid on 
his back at the first meeting, so 
I only Kad one young man left. 
One young man between fifteen 
and thirty in the church, and that 
minister preaching against re- 
vivals! I tell you it is enough to 
make the angels weep. Was any- 
thing under Heaven needed more 
than a revival to save those young 
men, who had gone from some of 
the best homes in this country, 
and were spending their time and 
their money in those saloons and 
dens of iniquity? God have mercy 
on that minister! 

A bishop once said to me: “We 
don’t believe in revivals. We be- 
lieve in taking them in childhood, 
like Timothy, and training them 
up in the church.” 

But didn’t Paul say Timothy 
was begotten by him? I have an 
idea that Timothy was converted 
in one of Paul’s meetings. 

A minister said to me in one 
place: “I hope this work will turn 
out better than the last we had 
here. I took one hundred into my 
church, and can only find two of 
them now.” 

It was very depressing. I said 
to another minister in the same 
city: 

“Tf I thought this work wasn’t 
going to turn out any better than 
that, I would rather go to sweep- 
ing the streets or breaking stones.” 


“Why,” said he, “I took in about 
one hundred at that time, and I 
can put my hand on all but three. 
One moved out of the city, and 
two fell away, but ninety-seven 
out of the hundred are doing well.” 

That was five or six years after 
the revival. 

If that first minister had been 
honest he would have told me that 
the moment his church got those 
young converts in, they thought 
it was a good time to move out 
of a poor neighborhood into the 
aristocratic part of the city. The 
church split, and he not only lost 
the young converts, but the old 
ones, too, and the church went to 
pieces. 

I believe that if we ask God 
for a real work, He won’t give us 
a counterfeit. If we ask God for 
bread, He isn’t going to give us a 
stone. If we have counterfeit dol- 
lars there must be genuine dollars 
somewhere; and if thefe are coun- 
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terfeit revivals—and the Devil) 
tries to counterfeit everything— 
we are not going to give up the 
real ones. People stretch their 
necks and say, “Where are the 
people converted in that great 
revival?” I don’t know; but I do

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The Skeptic and the 
Missionary 

Some mer in London, who had 
returned from India, gave a dinner 
party. Among others who were in- 
vited were a wealthy merchant, 
who was a skeptic, and a foreign 
missionary. During the dinner 
party they brought up the question 
of native converts, and the Eng- 
lish merchant turned up his nose, 
and said: 

“T have lived in India for twenty 
years, but I have heard more 
about native converts in London 
than I ever heard in India. I 
never saw one native convert all 
the years I was there.” 

The guests looked for a reply 
from the foreign missionary, but 
he said nothing until later in the 
evening, when he turned to this 
man and said: 

“Did you ever see any tigers 
in India?” 

The merchant's face lit up at 
once. 

“Oh, yes,” he said, “I have not 
only seen them, but I have shot 
a good many.” 

“That is strange,” said the mis- 
sionary, “I have been in India for 
twenty years, and I have never 
seen a tiger.” 


One had been looking for tigers 
and the other for converts. You 
generally get what you look for. 


I was on the Pacific coast for 
six months, and I didn’t go to a 
place where I didn’t meet people 
who had been converted in Boston, 
in the Hippodrome in New York, 
and in Agricultural Hall or Hay- 
market Theater or Campbell Hall 
in London. Everywhere I found 
ministers, deacons, elders, or Sun- 
day School workers, who had been 
converted in places where I had 
been. I could doubt my existence 
as easily as I could doubt that 
God not only converts, but keeps. 


Some people have an idea that 
where a great number are brought 
out at one time they are not so 
healthy. I don’t believe a word of 
it. If one or two come into the 
church the minister never thinks 
of preparing a whole sermon for 
them. But let him take in one 
hundred young converts, and he 
will get up sermon after sermon 
to build up those young converts 
in the faith. Not only that, but 
it will make such a stir that every 
member of the church will be 
interested in helping them.

have a friend who bought a house 
in Florida recently. It was com- 
paratively new. A few months 
later he had to replace the tim- 
bers upon the porch. Houses do 
not last forever. If this is true 
of the house, the outer shell, how 
much truer it is of the real home. 
The little group of loved ones 
gather on the porch in the sum- 
mer and by the fireside in win- 
ter, but how quickly the children 
grow up and leave the parent 
nest; how often the silent mes- 
senger comes to rob homes of 
their brightest and best. Dear as 
our homes may be they are not 
permanent. Sometimes I look at 
my own children and can hardly 
believe that they are growing up 
so fast. Soon they will be gone 
and Mrs. Graham and I will be 
alone in an empty house that 
once rang with the laughter of 
children. 


The Greek word translated 
“mansion” that Jesus uses here 
does not mean an imposing house. 
The idea in the Greek word is 
that of permanence. It is trans- 
lated in the margin of the Revised 
Version, “abiding places.”’ It comes 


from the same stem as the Eng- 
lish word “remain.” 


During Christ’s ministry on 
earth, he had no home. He once 
said, “The foxes have holes and 
the birds of the air have nests 
but the Son of God hath not 
where to lay his head.” ‘Those 
who for Christ’s sake had given 
up their houses and lands and lov- 
ed ones knew little of home life 
and of home joys. It was as Je- 
sus had said to them: We have no 
real home here on earth but in 
my Father’s house there is a 
home where we will be together 
for all eternity. 


Amid all the change which soon- 
er or later will come to break 
up the peace and happiness of an 
earthly home there is the prom- 
ise of a home where there is no 
change; a home where Christ's 
followers may remain forever 
with those whom they love. The 
Bible teaches, “Here we have no 
continuing city but we seek one 
to come.” Again, the Bible says, 
concerning Abraham, “that he 
looked for a city which had foun- 
dations and whose builder and 
maker is God.” 


Paul said one time, ‘So shall we ever be with the Lord.” 
Our permanent home is not here on earth. Our permanent 
home is Heaven. Sometimes when things do not go right 
down here we get homesick for Heaven. Many times in 
the midst of the sin, suffering and sorrow of this life there 
is the tug of our soul. That is homesickness coupled with 


anticipation. 


some of you who are lying 
on a hospital bed today; some of 
you who are inamental institu- 
tion, some of you who are suffer- 
ing from some terrible disease or 
financial loss or bereavement; 
there’s a tug in your heart. You are 
longing for home. You are longing 
for Heaven. 


3. A Beautiful Home 


Thirdly, the Bible teaches that 
Heaven will be a beautiful home. 
Almost everyone likes to beautify 
his home. ‘There is something 
wrong with the home where there 
are no flowers in the yard and 
no pictures on the wall and no 
efforts are made to make the 
home attractive. There are very 
few people who have their homes 
as beautiful as they would like 


to have them, but the Bible teach- 
es that Heaven will be a glorious 
and beautiful place. Heaven could 
not help but be beautiful because 
God is a God of beauty. Whether 
you live amidst the snow and ice 
of Minnesota or under the palm 
trees of Los Angeles or Miami, 
each part of the country has its 
own charm and beauty. I’ve tra- 
veled all over America and many 
parts of the world. I’ve never seen 
a place that I did not think had 
some charm and beauty. There is 
even something about a bleak de- 
sert or a bare mountain top that 
has its charm. It seems that all 
of nature is beautiful and only 
the disposition of man is ugly.

The description given of 
Heaven in the 21st and 22nd chap- 
ters of Revelation are beyond un- 
derstanding. The Bible talks about 
gates of pearls, street of gold, a 
river of life and a tree of life. 
It is a place so beautiful that 
when the inspired John caught 
a glimpse of it, the only thing 
to which he could liken it was

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ing day of her life; her wedding 
day. He said, “Heaven was like 
a bride adorned for her husband.”’ 


4. A Happy Heavenly Home 


Fourthly, the Bible teaches that 
Heaven will be a happy home. I 
know many beautiful homes that 
are not happy. They are homes 
made beautiful by everything that 
culture and wealth can do, yet 
there is something wrong, some- 
thing lacking. There are homes 
that bring to mind the wise man’s 
words, “Better is a dry morsel and 
quietness therewith than an house 
full of sacrifiees with strife.” 
However, the Bible teaches that 
Heaven will be a happy home. One 
thing that will make God’s house 
a happy home is the fact that 
there will be nothing there to hin- 
der happiness. This world has in 
it much happiness for those who 
know “how to find it. Always 
sooner or later, however, some- 
thing interferes. No face is so 
perfect but that it has some blem- 
ish. Every rose has its thorn, 
every cup of sweet has its drop 
of gall, but in the Father’s house 
there will be none of these things 
that mar and hinder happiness 
on this earth. Think of a place 
where there will be no sorrow and 
no parting, no pain, no sickness, 
no death, no quarrels, no misun- 
derstandings, no sin and no cares. 
The Bible says that’s the way Hea- 
ven is going to be. 


The second thing that will make 
the Father‘s house a happy home 
is the fact that there will be mus- 
ic there. Everyone.loves music. 
From the crooning of the sav- 
age mammy to the rendéring of 
the Hallelujah Chorus to the coro- 
nation of Britain’s queen, music 
has its universal appeal. There are 
many people like myself who can- 
not play or sing who are fond 
of music. I tease Beverly Shea 
sometimes and tell him that when 
we get to Heaven, I'll be able to 
sing, too, 


The third thing that will make 
the Father’s house a happy home 
is the fact that there will be work 
to do. Certainly this is true in 
every well ordered home on earth. 
Some people are so overworked 
that their greatest longing is for 
rest. The Bible verse that most 
appeals to them is, “There re- 
maineth therefore, a rest to the 
people of God.” But the time 
is coming when they will be rested 
and will get tired of doing noth- 
ing. I can think of no more ter- 
rible fate than to be condemned 
to sit forever in idleness, but, the 
Bible teaches that there is going 
to be work to do. John said in 
Revelation 22:3, “His servants 
shall serve him.” Each one will be 
given exactly the task that suits 
his powers, his tastes, and his 
ability. Perhaps God will give us 
new worlds to conquer. Perhaps 
He will send us to some dis- 
tant planet or explore a distant 
star to preach His message of 
everlasting love. Whatever it is, 
the Bible says we shall serve Him. 

Another thing that will make 
the Father’s house a happy home 
is the fact that friends will be 
there. Have you ever been to a 
strange place and had the joy 
of seeing a familiar face? No one 
who enters the Father’s house will 
be lonely or feel strange, for there 
will be friends Joved long since. 
Many people write and ask, “Will 
we know each other in Heaven?” 
Certainly we will know each oth- 
er in Heaven, Did not Elijah and 
Moses know each other on the 
Mount of Transfiguration? Did 
not the rich man know Lazarus 
and Abraham in the story that 
Jesus told? Many of you have 
made friends and have more 
friends in Heaven than you do on 
earth. You are going to see them 
again and they are in Christ, those 
who have been saved, THOSE 
who have accepted Christ. If you 
are a Christian you are going to 
see them again. The Bible says we 
will know each other. Our families 


will be reunited. Our friends will 


be reunited in Heaven. 

Another thing that will make 
God’s house a happy home is the 
fact that Christ will be there. He 
will be the center of Heaven. To 
Him all hearts will turn and up- 
on Him all eyes will rest. 

Once there lived in a miserable 
attic a widow and her son. Years 
before, she had married against 
her parent’s wishes and had gone 
with her husband to live in a 
strange land. He had proved to be 
dissipated as well as poor and af- 
ter a few years he died, leaving her 


and the child wholly unprovided 
for. It was with the utmost diffi- 
culty that she managed to secure 
the bare necessities and the boy 
grew up amid these distressing 
circumstances. The happiest times 
in the child’s life were those when 
the mother took him in her arms 
and told him about her father’s 
house in the old country. She 
told him of the grassy lawn, the 
noble trees, the wide porches, the 
lovely pictures and the delicious 
meals. The child had never seen 
his grandfathers home, but to 
him it was the most beautiful 
place in all the world. He longed 
for the time to come when he 
would go there to live. One day 
the postman knocked upon the 
attic door. It was quite an event. 
The mother recognized the hand- 
writing on the letter he brought 
and with trembling fingers broke 
the seal. There was the check 
and there were two words: Come 
Home. The mother was crying— 
Father! 


Some day a similar experience 
will come to all of those who 
know Christ. It may be when they 
are in the midst of their work 
sitting at a desk or busy in their 
household tasks. It may be after 
weeks or months of illness that 
some day a hand will be laid upon 
the shoulder and this brief mes- 
sage will be given, “The Father 
says, ‘Come home.’ ” All of those 


who know Christ are not afraid.| 


They will not be sorry even though 
they do not want to die. Death is 
not the grim reaper to the Chris- 
tian. It is not the last great enemy 
to the Christian. Death to the 
Christian is going home. 

Perhaps you.are not a Chris- 
tian, You have never bent your 
will to the will of God. You have 
never accepted Christ as Saviour. 
You have never been born again. 
You have never been converted 
to Christ. Some day you are go- 
ing to have to meet the grim reap- 
er and death will be a terrible, 
agonizing enemy and you will be 
banished from the presence of God 
into another place that Jesus 
called Hell. Right now, at this mo- 
ment, you may be driving along 
in your automobile, or you're ly- 
ing down in bed, or you are sit- 
ting in your living room. You can 
make your decision for Christ and 
you can start on the narrow road 
that leads to Heaven! Jesus said 
there are two roads. One is a 
broad road, it leads to destruction. 
The other is a narrow road, that 
leads to Heaven. You can receive 
Christ in a moment, renounce 
your sin, turn by faith to Him 
and you can know with certainty 
and assurance that if you died this 
moment you would go straight to 
Heaven. You can accept Him now. 
The Bible says in John 1:11,12: 
“He came unto His own but His 
own received Him not, but to as 
many as received Him to them 
gave He the power to become the 
sons of God.” Won’t you receive 
Him now by faith by inviting Him 
into your heart? He will come in 
and cleanse you from all sin and 
then you. will know the joy of be- 
ing born again, becoming a child 
of God.
